4. To designate aunit operator and a unit well for the proposed unit.

5. To provide that the Commissioner may reclassify the reservoir by supplementa order without
the necessity of a public hearing should such reclassfication be warranted, based on
evidence furnished to the Commissioner.

The 3050" Sand, Reservoir A, in the Lake Washington Field, Plaquemines Parish, Louisana, is
defined as that oil and gas bearing sand encountered between the measured depths of 3386 (-3058'
Subsea) and 3570 (-3203 Subsea) in the Swift Energy Company - Cockrell-Moran No. 204 ST Wdll
located in Section 25, Township 20 South, Range 26 East.
